We receive trom 
time to rome Recruits for the Saxon Cavalry; fo that 
there is no doubt the Army ofthe Allies will be {peedily 
in a Condition to aét offenfively, in cafe they are obliged 
to at at alls which, however, is what we hope will 
not happen,.fince Peace isthe moft defireable Thing to 
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this Kingdom, which is in a manner exhaufled by being 
fo long the Seat.of War. 

Berlin, Fuly 24. Some Overtures having been made 
to the King tor putting an End ro the preient War, his 
Majefty has been gracioufly pleafed to declare; That as 
Peace ought to be the ultimate End of all Meafares pur- 
fued by a jult and equitable Prince, he was very willing 
to give his Confene thereto on the following Terms.
